DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 21-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose the invention as claimed. In 
particularly, reference to Rawley's 371 is the closest prior art but fails to disclose that the upper 
and lower end walls of each module support run perpendicular to the longitudinal wall of the 
respective module support and run parallel to the end walls (claim 1); wherein the locking hook 
arrangement of each module support is molded out of one lower end wall of the module support 
to form at least one wedge-shape locking hook (claim 22) and the snap-in hook engagement of 
each module support projects from an elastic tongue at one end wall of the respective module 
support (claim 24), in conjunction with other limitation in the claims. .
